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“And they cried, The Sword of the 
Lord, and of Gideon." Judges 7:20 
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Some years ago a gentleman came to me and asked me 
which I thought was the most precious promisg of all those 
that Christ left. I took some time to look them over, but I 
gave it up. I found that I could not answer the question. It 
is like a man with a large family of children—he cannot tell 
which he likes best; he loves them all. But if not the best, 
this is one of the sweetest promises of all: 


“Come unto me, all ye .that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me, for I 
am meek and lowly in heart: and 
ve shall find rest unto your souls. 
For my yolk is easy, and my bur- 
den is light.” 

There are a good many people 
who think the promises are not 
going to be fulfilled. There are 
some that you do see fulfilled, 
and you cannot help but believe 
they are true. Now remember that 
all the promises are not given 


without conditions. Some are giv- 
en with, and others without, con- 
ditions attached to them, For in- 
stance, it says, “If I regard iniqui- 
ty in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me.’”’ Now, I need not pray as 
long as I am cherishing some 
known sin. He will not hear me, 
much less answer me. The Lord 
says in Psalm &, “No good thing 
will he withhold from them that 
walk uprightly.” If I am not walk- 
ing uprightly I have no claims un- 
der the promise. Again, some of 
the promises were made to cer- 
tain individuals or nations. For 
instance, God said that He would 
make Abraham’s seed to multiply 
as the stars of heaven: but that 
is not a promise for you or me. 
Some promises were made to the 
Jews, and do not apply to the 
Gentiles. 

Then there are promises with- 
out conditions. He promised Adam 
and Eve that the world should 
have a Saviour, and there was no 
power in earth or perdition that 
could keep Christ from coming 
at the appointed time. When 
Christ left the world, He said He 
would send us the Holy Ghost. He 
had only been gone ten days 
when the Holy Ghost came. And 
so you can run right through the 
Scriptures, and you will find that 
some of the promises are with,

CHAPTER II ’ 


Denial ef Biblical Authority 


The opening article in The In- 
#erpreter’s Bible, written by Herb- 
ect H. Farmer and previously re- 
4erred to, is devoted to this very 
question of the Bible’s authority. 
That Mr. Farmer does not think 
much of scriptural authority is 
been early in the article when he 
says, “It is obviously no way out 
of the difficulty to quote the Bible 
ftself as an authoritative witness 
to its own supreme normative 
status.”1 He goes on to make the 
absurd statement that “... Il Tim. 
8:16 cannot be taken as such a 
claim, for it gives no indication as 
to what exactly is meant by the 
words ‘inspired by God,’ or what 
writings are to be regarded as so 
4nspired.”2 It would take a mod- 
ernist “happy in his utter ignor- 
ance” to question “what writings 
ere to be regarded as so inspired” 
when God says “all scripture”! 

But instead of accepting what 
God says, it is Mr. Farmer’s con- 
viction that “the rule of Christ 
#@ecomes a truly personal rule 
operating through the quickened 
~@nsight of the believer in relation 
“to his personal situation, and not 
through a merely slavish imitation 
of or legalistic obedience to the 
d@iceds and words of Christ as re- 
«xorded in the Gospels.”5 In other 
words, Christians should do what 
“they “feel” or “think” Christ 
would have them do under the 
circumstances, rather than go by 
what the Bible actually says! It 
—@s simply another way of saying 
“that man is to be the Bible's 
judge, not the Bible the judge 
of man. 

As a matter of fact, thist'ls 

xactly what Mr. Farmer states 
Jater in the article when he writes: 

“|. we regard it as both a right 
and a duty to exercise a discrim- 
inatory judgment on the Scrip- 
tures... ."4 

In another place he sneers at 
“the era when (Protestantism 
generally assumed the literal iner- 
-rancy of Scripture, and used it 
4n an externally authoritarian 
way,’ blaming this as the reason 
why “it broke up into a multitude 
of sects."’6 

Now, he tells us, “the Christian 
ds free to reject beliefs concerning 
the facts of the natural order 
wich find expression in the Bi- 
-ice.”"* He uses even stronger 
janguage later when he says: “... 


pa 


we have not merely the right but 
the duty to discriminate within 
the scripture records between dif- 
ferent levels in the apprehensian 
of God's nature and purpose and 
to reject the lower levels once 
and for all in favor of the higher.’’® 
The modernist, “happy in his utter 
ignorance,” feels it his DUTY to 
go through the Bible like a judge, 
rejecting “once and for all” the 
“beliefs” he does not like. 

Incidently, what does a modern- 
ist mean when he calls the Bible 
“the Word of God”? Mr, Farmer 
writes: 

“When the Scriptures were re- 
garded as literally inerrant, the 
writers being passive instruments 
in God’s hands, there was a clear 
and definite sense in which the 
Scriptures could be called the 
Word of God. God wrote the 
Scriptures, and they were there- 
fore his written Word. But when 
this view is rejected ... the 
time-honored phrase, the Word of 
God, if we continue to use it, ob- 
viously calls for fresh exposition 
and definition.’’? 

So it is important to keep in 
mind that when the liberal speaks 
of “the Word of God” it is merely 
hypocritical double talk and he 
means something entirely different 
than that “God wrote the Scrip- 
tures”! 

His conclusion is: 

“It follows fram this brief in- 
quiry that it would not be in the 
least contrary to Scripture itself 
but rather in harmony with it, 
nor would it be contrary to any- 
thing essential in the Christian 
faith, if we ceased altogether to 
speak of,.the Scriptures as the 
Word of God . . .”’10 


Mr. Farmer further asserts rela- 
tive to the authority of the Bi- 
ble, if the feeling is allowed to 
issue in a total prohibition against 
setting to one side anything in the 
New Testament, we are in effect 
back in that wrong view of the 
authority of Scripture. , .”114 Note 
that he believes an unwillingness 
to “set aside” Bible teaching is 
the “wrong view.” The right view 
according to him, as we have al- 
ready seen, is to be another King 


_Jehoiakim, cutting out and casting 


into the fire (Jer. 36:23) the por- 
tions of the Word of God which are 
offensive to our taste. However, 
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this is hardly the spirit of Pro- 
verbs 30:5 which says, “Zvery 
word of God is pure...” 

The logical conclusion for Mr. 
Farmer, in the light of all he has 
written, seems to be that “... 
preaching in its essential idea is 
nat ‘hecessarily required to be 
based upon scriptural texts or pas- 
sages."12 In other words, even 
though the Bible is not reliable, 
it does not matter much since we 
don’t need the Bible for preaching 
anyway! This is the inevitable 
conclusion every honest (?) mod- 
ernist must eventually reach if he 
follows the logic of his unbelief 
to its ignoble finish. 

Other writers for The Interpre- 
ter’s Bible treat scriptural authori- 
ty with equal scorn. Walter Rus- 
sell Bowie, professor at The 
Protestant Episcopal Theological 
Seminary in Virginig, a translater 
of the Revised Stangard Version, 
and connected at one time or an- 
other with at least 30 communist- 
fronts, uses the Introduction of his 
exposition of Genesis to sneer at 
what e calls “the unbending 
formalif®s of the orthodox Jew 
and the literal dogmas of the 
Christian fundamentalist."15 - He 
describes them as “thase who are 
willing to be ‘erthodox liars for the 
glory of God’”"4 and likens their 
canvictions to “the cheap purpose 
of standing in with what is no 
more than unenlightened tradi- 
tionalism.’”15 One feels like saying 
to Bowie and his companions in 
the language of Job, “No doubt 
but ye are the people, and wisdom 
shall die with you” (Job 12:2). 

Samples of what Mr, Bowie feels 
to be “enlightened scholarship” 
are found in his words: 

“Few will suppose that Adam 
and Eve and the Garden of Eden 
belong to factual history. Cain 
and Abel and Lamech and Nimrod 
and Methuselah and Noah—these 
also come down to us as legends 
rather than as persons identifiable 
in the literal history of a particu- 
lar time others question 
whether there was an actual Abra- 
ham or Isaac or Jacob, and hold 
instead that they are heroes of 
tribal tales and personifications of 
tribal characteristics.’’16 

Such ridiculous reasoning auto- 
matically lowers the Bible into 
the same class with Alice in. Won- 
derland and Aesop’s Fables. 

But Dr. R. A. Torrey, a far 
greater scholar than Bowie or his 
fellow commentators, remarked: 

“Jesus Christ claimed to be a 
teacher sent from God who spoke 
the very words of God. He claimed 
this over and over again, and if 
He was mistaken about the origin 
and character of this Book, con- 
cerning which He has so much to 
say, He was a fraud, an unmiti- 
gated fraud. If these people are 
right who tell us that these inci- 
dents in the Book of Genesis, for 
example, which our Lord has so 
plainly endorsed, are simply ‘folk- 
lore’ or inaccurate and unreliable 
traditions of the day, then, be- 
yond a question, Jesus Christ was 
a fraud, an unmitigated fraud.”17 

All who ean trust the integrity 
of Jesus Christ accept unquestion- 
ably the historicity of the Book 
He endorsed! , 

What about the revelation of 
God in the Old Testament? George 
B. Caird, in his Introduction to I 
and II Samuel, deals with this 
subject and says, “God was 
thought to reveal himself” and 
that “this revelation was believed 
to come in a variety of ways.’’18 
Note that Old Testament saints 
only “thought” He revealed Him- 
self and they “believed” He did so 
in many ways. 


According to Mr. Caird, the 
revelations by God to the various 
Old Testament prophets was some- 
what on the order of African 
witch doctors or the Moslem 
Maulawiyah, commonly known as 
the “whirling” or “dancing der- 
vishes.”” Says this professor : 

“In its early manifestations pro- 
phecy, too, seems to have bcen 
one of the religious phenomena 
which Israel had in common with 
other nations. The prophets went 
about in bands, and by music, 
dancing, and other means worked 
themselves up into an ecstatic 
frenzy, which because of its very 
abnormality was thought to be the 
work of a divine spirit. Their ut- 
terances were therefore received 
with respect, even though they 
themselves were considered to be- 
long to the dregs of society ... 
Psychological abnormality may 
seem to us to have no necessary 
connection with divine inspiration,

but we should remember that 
some of the great literary prophets 
of later ages,»especially Ezekiel, 
were subject to similar abnormal- 
ities, which may well have con- 
tributed to their receptivencss ... 
the ecstatic trance played roughly 
the same part in the history of 
Hebrew religion as the strange 
speaking with tongues did in the 
life of the early Christian 
church,”’19 


Norman H. Snaith is another 
“scholar” who does not feel that 
the Bible means what it says. For 
example, in his Exegesis of I 
Kings he laughs at the authority 
of prophecy by saying: 

“The translation of Elijah and 
his mysterious end have given rise 
to a whole world of legend... 
According to popular beliefs, Eli- 
jah is liable at any time to appear 
suddenly in order to right the 
wrongs of man. He will return be- 
fore the day of Messiah (Mal, 4: 
5)."20 Note that the “more sure 
word of prophecy” (II Pet. 1:19) 
to this man is merely “legend” 
and “popular belief.” He contin- 
ues his role as a judge of the 
Bible when, a few pages on in the 
commentary, he declares of the ac- 
count of Elisha and the two she 
bears: “The story .. . will not 
stand examination from any moral 
point of view.”21 

Samuel Terrien, a Union Theo- 
logical Seminary associate profes- 
sor, was given the task of writing 
the Introduction for the Book of 
Job. He warmed to his calling im- 
mediately by announcing in his 
opening paragraph: “Everyone 
who speaks of ‘the patience of 
Job’ (Jas: 5:11) shows thereby 
that he has but a vague acquaint- 
ance with the poem (3:1-42:6), or 
probably none at all.”22 Thus Mr. 
Terrien insinuates that James, and 
the Holy Spirit who inspired him 
to write thus, are both simple- 
minded ignoramuses! This is a 
rather serious charge for the pro- 
fessor to make, to put it mildly! 

Clarence Tucker Craig, a Drew 
Theological Seminary professor, 
follows Mr. Terrien’s charge of ig- 
norance with one of presumption. 
In his Exegesis of I Corinthians, 
Mr. Craig comments on Paul’s 
declaration that most of the 500 
brethren who had seen the resur- 
rected Christ “remain unto this 
present” (I Cor. 15:6) with the 
words: “That the majority should 
be: alive about twenty-five years 
later is not so surprising as that 
Paul could presume to know that 
they were.”23 It seems to me that 
any “scholar” should be willing toa 
accept Paul’s own testimony that 
“I neither received it of man, net- 
ther was I taught it, but by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ” (Gal. 
1:12). Paul wrote not by pre- 
sumption but by inspiration and 
revelation! 

Another prime example of how 
the editors of The Interpreter’s Bi- 
ble reject the authority of the 
Scripture is seen in the matter 
of demons. S. MacLean Gilmour 
comments on the demoniac of Ga- 
dara in Luke 8:26-39 thus: 

“Mental disease was often ex- 
plained in ancient times as the 
consequence of demon possession, 
and Jesus’ healing ministry is fre- 
quently described in the Gospels 
as an act of exorcism, In this 
instance Jesus restores a raving 


lunatic to health of mind by rids« 
ding him of a host of evil spirits, 
Because they could exist only in 
human or animal bodies, they 
begged permission to enter a herd 
of swine, which then plunged over 
a precipice and perished in the 
lake. The unusual detail of thig 
particular story convinces many 
interpreters that it is primitive, 
Others regard its elaborate form 
as an indication that the storye 
teller’s art has had free play in its 
composition, The incident has fre« 
quently been rationalized on th@ 
precarious hypothesis of coinci- 
dence: Jesus healed a demented 
man; a herd of swine stampeded 
down a steep slope into the lake; 
and the two events were associ- 
ated by those who described them. 
Whatever its origin, the story of 
the Gerasene demoaniac articulates 
the faith of the church that Jesug 
came to free men from the power 
of Satan and points the truth that 
evil is self-destructive.”24 

Note the words, “whatever its 
origin’! 

John Knox, another Union Theos 
logical Seminary professor, coms 
menting on the same passage, 
boldly asserts: “At first hearing 
and on first thought we are likely 
to regard such stories merely ag 
evidences of ancient superstition 
which we have long since out« 
grown—as indeed they are—as 
being among the many reminders 
that the truth of God, because if 
has come to us through history, 
comes not unmixed with error.”’25 
Thus these “scholars” refer ta 
our Lord’s belief in demons as 
“error” and “ancient superstition’! 

One last illustration of how 
these “scholars” deny biblical au- 
thority is seen in the treatment 
of Luke 16:19-31, dealing with 
Lazarus and the rich man. S&S, 
MacLean Gilmour fancies that the 
teaching of this “parable” is that 
“the poor will be rewarded and 
the rich will be punished.”26 Howe 
ever, the Scripture plainly teaches 
that the rich man found himself in 
Hell, not because he was rich bué 
because he refused to repent. In 
like manner, Lazarus went to 
Paradise because he repented, not 
because he was poor! 

George Arthur Buttrick, who 
wrote the exposition for this sec< 
tion, amazes his readers by ans 
nouncing: 

“This parable is not theology. 
It is a vid story, not a Baedek- 
er’s guide to the next world. Such 
stories as this were current in Jes 
sus’ day. They are found in rabe 
binical sources, and even in 
Egyptian papyri .... The story 
tells us that life here fashions am

Again -\'m

Again this year I am frankly 
asking Christians to send money 
to help Cuwmberwood in its min- 
istry to the deaf children. For the 
sake of those of you who do not 
know me personally, Jet me say 
the money is not for me personal- 
ly. I do not and never have asked 
folks to give anything to me. 

I have made it a hard and fast 
rule all these years never to ask 
or hint for anything for my own 
use. In revivals I never discuss 
my personal needs, I never ask a 
pastor to try to get me a large 
love offering. I never write back 
for money when a revival is over. 
In fact, I do not even keep a 
mailing list of those who have 
given generously to me in revivals. 
I never make an issue of money. 
Again and again I have allowed 
myself to be mistreated rather 
than give anyone any right to be- 
lieve me money-minded. 

And Iam not changing my policy 
now although—frankly—I am ask- 
ing you for money. 


Not for Myself 


Although I am asking you for 
money and praying that you will 
respond generously and quickly, I 
am not asking it for myself. I am 
asking that you help us reach 
handicapped children for Christ. 
In many cases, this is the only 
chance these little ones will ever 
have to be saved, We have already 
had a week at Cumberwood Camp 
for crippled children. We had 
eighty-five, I believe, on the top 
day. Little fellows crippled by 
cerebral palsy, epilepsy, meningi- 
tis, speech defects, etc. Too often 
these little ones in a wheel chair 
or braces or those who are a bit 
retarded mentally cannot keep up 
with other youngsters in the class- 
room. Or in the Sunday School 
room—if they go. But here at 
Cumberwood on the Bill Rice 
Ranch everything is geared for 
them. Especially trained nurses 
and Christian workers were here 


to help these little ones day and | 
night, God’s plan of salvation was | 


carefully and simply explained 
again and again. During the week 


everyone of these youngsters 
ranging in age from nine to 


eighteen—professed faith in Christ 
and we believe undoubtedly most 
of them were genuinely converted. 


The Deaf 


And now deaf young people are, 


here. We have deaf younsters from 
Michigan, Illinois, New Jersey, 


Washington, D. C., Tennessee and |

Colorado. Before the summer is 
over we will have deaf children 
from other states, too. And this 
will be the only chance to win 
many of them to the Saviour. 

Why is this the only way to win 
them? 


Because they are deaf and can- | 


not get anything out of regular 
services. They may go to church 
but they are deaf and do not know 
what the preacher or teacher is 
saying, Their parents cannot win 


them to Christ for most parents | 


do not know how to do so, many 
have no desire to do so and few 
even know the sign language 
enough to be able to talk with 
their own deaf children! 

In a large city the deaf could

“If you pray for bread and 
bring no basket to carry it, you 


\have their own church, but in most 


places there are not enough deaf 
to have a church of their own. 

The sad truth is that these deaf 
youngsters will never be won 
through regular church channels. 
The best way I know to reach 
them is to bring them here to en- 
joy several weeks of camp life and 
win them to Christ through the 
simple Gospel services conducted 
each morning and evening. And be- 
cause this is the only Bible teach- 
ing many of them get the entire 
year, we urge them to stay a 
couple of weeks after they are 
saved. 


Please Help Them 


Will you please help us reach 
these youngsters for Christ? We 
do not ask these deaf or crippled 
children to pay anything, for most 
of them are unable to pay. The 
entire cost of these camps must 
be met by the offerings of Chris- 
tian folks like yourself. We need 
money for food and money for 
salaries and money for additional 
buildings and facilities. Then there 
is the additional expense of sala- 
ries for helpers. This is not larve 
but it does add up when you con- 
|sider We must have kitchen help, 


counselors, teachers, etc. 
| Jt seems that helpers, build- 
|ing material, food, etc, is go- 


ling to run about six thousand dol- 
\lars this year. Approximately two 
|thousand dollars of this has come 
\in already but we need about fou 
|\thousand dollars more. Right this 
minute we are behind about two 
thousand dollars and the largest 
weeks are ahead of us! 


People give generously to me in 
revivals. But we give generously, 
too. We have given to Cumber- 
wood in cash eleven thousand, five 
hundred thirty-two dollars and fif- 
ty-four cents as of the first of 
this year. And this does not count 
‘money spent for salaries, gasoline, 
‘food and other items we did not 
keep a record of. I mention this 
only that you may know that 
‘our hearts yearn for these handi- 
‘capped youngsters to know the 
Saviour who has done so much 
for us. We gladly give our money, 
our time and ourselves. 

We are frankly asking that you 
help, too, in this time of need.

His Word. Your Christian friends 
have prayed, have wept and plead- 
ed with you to be saved. Remember 
that “... the day [of opportunity 
to be saved’ goeth away, for the 
shadows of the evening are stretch- 
ed out.” 

Jesus said, “Behold, I stand at 
the door, and knock: if any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will come in to him and will 
sup with him, and he with me” 
(Rev. 3:20). Hear Him knocking 
today at the door of your heart 
and let Him come into your life. 

A word here would certainly 
be in season to the people of God. 
We so often “fumble the ball” 
and let opportunities to win souls 
slip through our fingers. Remem- 
ber that Jesus said, “I must work 
the works of him that sent me, 
while itis DAY; the night cometh, 
when no man can work” (John 
9:4). The time is short for Chris- 
tians to win souls. Oh that Chris- 
tians of America would be alert 
to every opportunity to witness 
for Jesus. 

Some time ago I received a 
tract in the mail which told of 
J. Wilbur Chapman’s experience 
with a lost man, Mr. Chapman was 
a great soul winner and no doubt 
thousands are in Heaven today be- 
cause of his ministry in reaching 
the lost. Mr. Chapman tells him- 
self of one soul he failed to win. 
He was asked to go to a hospital 
to see a sick man who was not 
saved. Mr. Chapman went to the 


hospital and as he was about to 
enter the room an attendant in the 
hospital asked him, “Whom do you 
wish to see?” Mr: Chapman told 
him and the attendant said, “This 
patient is very nervous if you try 
to talk to him about his soul. 
It may make his condition much 
worse. Why not just visit with 
him a moment or two and get ac- 
quainted with him, then come back 
tomorrow and tell him how to be 
saved.” Mr. Chapman tells of how 
he took the attendant’s advice and 
did not press the claims of Christ 
upon the lost man but left and 
promised to return the next day. 
When he came back to the hospital 
the next day he saw the same at- 
tendant cleaning up the hospital 
room and the attendant said, “If 
you came to see the man you saw 
yesterday, he is not here.” “Where 
is he?” asked Mr. Chapman. The 
attendant answered, “He died yes- 
terday a few minutes after you 
were here.” 


I wonder how many precious 
souls loved and died for by our 
Saviour will be in Hell because 


of the negligence and lack ‘of 
concern on the part of countless 
thousands of professing Christians.

II. The Day of God’s Grace 
Draws to a Close 

This particular age, or dispen- 
sation, is spoken of in various 
ways in the Bible. It is referred 
to as the Age of the Gentiles, 
or that period of time in which 
the Jews are dispersed over the 
face of the earth and the world 
is under Gentile dominion. Je- 
sus referred to this age in Luke 
21:24 as the “times of the Gen- 
tiles.” Technically these ‘times of 
the Gentiles” perhaps began when 
the Jews were taken captive by 
the Babylonians about 700 years 
before Christ came into the world, 
but this is the age when the Gos- 
pel is being sent to the multitudes 
and not just to the Jews. This 
is the day when “whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13). 

This age, or this day, is also 
spoken of in the Bible as the dis- 
pensation of God’s grace. Paul re- 
ferred to this age in his Ephesian 
letter as “‘the dispensation ef the 
grace of God which is given unto 
me to youward.” Yes, God offers to 
deal with sinners in grace, through 
His kindness and love. He will 
pardon and forgive the repenting 
and believing sinner. This age of 
grace and unmerited favor of God 
toward sinners is fast coming to 
its close. “ ... the day goeth a- 
way, for the shadows of the eve- 
ning are stretched out.” 

This age is also spoken of in 
God’s Word as the “last day” 
or “last days.” The prophet Joel 
marked out this age as beginning 
at Pentecost and ending with the 
coming of the Lord Jesus in glory 
and power, In Joel 2:28-32 we 
read:

1. That the Holy Spirit would 
come “in the last days” (so in- 
terpreted in Acts 2:17) which was 
on the day of Pentecost. 

2. That this glorious event would 
usher in the day of “whosoever 
will” (vs. 32). 

3. That this age would end with 
signs and wonders in the hea- 
vens which refer to the second 
coming of the Lord Jesus.

Yes, we have been in the last 
days since the Day of Pentecost 
and we see evidence in the Bible.

Paul said in II Corinthians 6:2 
“Behold now is the accepted time: 
behold now is the day of salvation.’ 
If you will not bow the knee to 
Jesus, acknowledge your sin and 
your need of Him in this day of 
God’s grace, then you will never 
be saved. It is now or never for 
sinners to call upon the name of 
the Lord and be saved! 

We preachers are often asked if 
sinners will have an opportunity to 
be saved after Jesus has come 
and has taken His bride, the 
church, out of the world.

“And while 
they went to buy, the bridegroom 
came: and they that were ready 
went in with him to the marriage: 
and the door was shut” (Matt. 
25:10). 

What tragic words these are 
Ete and the door was shut.

They said, ‘“‘There’s lots of 
time. Let us eat, drink, and be 
merry.” They loved their sin and 
enjoyed it too much to give it 
up. When the ark was completed 
and the hour of crisis had arrived 
we read that God said, “Noah, 
come thou and all thy house into 
the ark; for thee have I seen 
righteous before me in this gener- 
ation” (Gen. 7:1). Then God Him- 
self shut the door! We read, “And 
they that went in, went in male 
and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him: and the Lord 
shut him in” (Gen. 7:16). When 
God shut that door it sealed for- 
ever the eternal doom of the wick- 
ed men and women of that genera- 
tion! Their sun had set, They had 
ignored .the sinking sun and length- 
ening shadows and the approach- 
ing shades of night. Millions are 
making this mistake today.

Where Can Rest Be Found? 


If I wanted to find a person 
who had rest I would not go 
among the very wealthy. The man 
that we read of in the twelfth 
chapter of Luke thought he was 
going to get rest by multiplying 
his goods, but he was disappointed. 
“Soul, take thine ease.” I venture 
to say that there is not a person in 
this wide world who has tried to 
find rest in that way and found it. 

Money cannot buy it. Many a 
millionaire would gladly give mil- 
lions if he could purchase it as he 
does his stocks and shares, God 
has made the soul a little too 
large for this world. Roll the 
whole world in, and still there is 
room. There is care in getting 
wealth, and more care in keeping 
it.

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the face is index to the soul. They 
have no hopeful look. Their wor- 
ship of pleasure is slavery. Solo- 
mon tried pleasure, and found 
bitter disappointment, and down 
the ages has come the bitter cry, 
“ATl is vanity.” 

Now, there is no rest in sin. 
The wicked know nothing about it. 
The Scriptures tell us the wicked 
“are like the troubled sea that 
cannot rest.” You have, perhaps 
been on the sea when there is 
a calm, when the water is as 
clear as crystal, and it seemed 
as if the sea were at rest. But 
if you looked you would see that 
the waves came in, and that the 
calm was only on the surface. 
Man, like the sea, has no rest. He 
has had no rest since Adam fell, 
and there is none for him until 
he returns to God again, and the 
light of Christ shines into his 
heart. 


Rest cannot be found in the 
world, and thank God the world 
cannot take it from the believing 
heart! Sin is the cause of all this 
unrest, It brought toil and labor 
and misery into the world. 


Now for something positive. I 
would go successfully to someone 
who has heard the sweet voice 
of Jesus, and has laid his burden 
down at the cross. There is rest, 
sweet rest. Thousands could certi- 
fy to this blessed fact. They could 
say, and truthfully: 


I heard the voice of Jesus say, 
“Come unto me and rest. 

Lay down, thou weary one, lay 

down, 

Thy head upon my breast.” 

I came to Jesus as I was, 
Weary and worn and sad. 

I found in Him a resting-place, 
And He hath made me glad. 


Among all his writings St, Aug- 
ustine has nothing sweeter than 
this: “Thou hast made us for Thy- 
self, O God, and our heart is rest- 
less till it rests in Thee.” 


Do you know that for four 
thousand years no prophet or 
priest or patriarch ever stood up 
and uttered a text like this? It 
would be blasphemy for Moses to 
have uttered a text like it. Do you 
think he had rest when he was 
teasing the Lord to let him go 
into the Promised Land? Do you 


the juniper tree, he prayed that 
he might die? And this is one of 
the strongest proofs that Jesus 
Christ was not only man, but God. 
He was God-Man, and this is 
Heaven’s proclamation, “Come un- 
to me, and I will give you rest.” 
He brought it down from Heaven 
with Him. 

Now, if this text was not true, 
don’t you think it would have been 
found out by this time? I believe 


‘it as much as I believe in my 


existence. Why? Because I not 
only find it in the Book, but in my 
own experience, The “I wills” of 
Christ have never been broken, 
and never can be. 


I thank God for the word “give” 
in that passage. He doesn’t sell 
it. Some of us are so poor that 
we could not buy it if it was for 
sale. Thank God, we can get it 
for nothing. 


I like to have a text like this, 
because it takes us all in. “Come 
unto me, ALL ye that labor.” That 
doesn’t mean a select few—refined 
ladies and cultured men. It doesn’t 
mean good people only. It applies 
to saint and sinner, Hospitals are 
for the sick, not for healthy peo- 
ple. Do you think that Christ 
would shut the door in anyone’s 
face, and say, “I did not mean 
all; I only meant certain ones’? 
If you cannot come as a Saint, 
come as a sinner. Only come! 


A lady told me once that she 
was so hard-hearted she couldn't 
come. 

“Well,” I said, “my good woman, 
it doesn’t say all ye soft-hearted 
people come. Black hearts, vile 
hearts, hard hearts, soft hearts, 
all hearts come. Who can soften 
your hard heart but Himself?” 

The harder the heart, the more 
need you have to come. If my 
watch stops I don’t take it to a 
drug store or to a blacksmith’s 
shop, but to the watchmaker’s, to 
have it repaired. So if the heart 
gets out of order take it to its 
keeper, Christ, to have it set right. 
If you can prove that you are a 
sinner, you are entitled to the 
promise, Get all the benefit you 
can out of it. 

Now, there are a good many be- 
lievers who think this text applies 
only to sinners. It is just the 


thing for them too. What do we 
see today? The church, Christian 


think Elijah could have uttered 
such a text as this, when, under 


people, all loaded down with cares 


and troubles. “Come unto me, all 
ye that labor.” All! I believe that 
includes the Christian whose heart 
is burdened with some great sor- 
row. The Lord wants you to come. 


Christ the Burden-Bearer 


It says in another place, ‘“Cast- 
ing all your care upon him, for 
he careth for you.” We would have 
a victorious Church if we could 
get Christian people to realize 
that. But they have never made 
the discovery. They agree that 
Christ is the sin-bearer, but they 
do not realize that He is also the 
burden-bearer. “Surely he hath 
borne our griefs and carried our 
sorrows.” It is the privilege of ev- 
ery child of God to walk in un- 
clouded sunlight. 


Some people go back into the 
past and rake up all the troubles 
they ever had, and then they look 
into the future and anticipate that 
they will have still more trouble, 
and they go reeling and staggering 
all through life, They give you the 
cold chills every time they meet 
you. They put on a whining voice, 
and tell you what “a hard time 
they have had.’ I believe they em- 
balm them, and bring out the 
mummy on every opportunity. The 
Lord says, “Cast all your care on 
me. I want to carry your burdens 
and your troubles.” What we want 
is a joyful Church, and we are not 
going to impress the world until 
we have it. We want to get long- 
faced Christianity off the face of 
the earth. 

Take these people that have 
some great burden, and let them 
come into a meeting. If you can 
get their attention upon the sing- 
ing or preaching, they will say, 
“Oh, wasn’t it grand! I forgot 
all my cares.” And they just drop 
their bundle at the end of the 
pew. But the moment the bene- 
diction is pronounced they grab 
the bundle again. You laugh, but 
you do it yourself. Cast your care 
on Him, 

Sometimes they go into their 
closet and close their door, and 
they get so carried away and lifted 
up that they forget their trouble; 
but they just take it up again the 
moment they get off their knees. 
Leave your sorrow now;, cast all 
your care upon Him. If you cannot 
come to Christ as a saint, come 
as a sinner. But if you are a saint 
with some trouble or care, bring 
it to Him, Saint and sinner, come! 
He wants you all. Don’t let Satan 
deceive you into believing that 


you cannot come if you will. Christ 


says, “Ye will not come unto me.” 
With the command comes the 
power. 

A man in one of our meetings in 
Europe said he would like to come, 
but he was chained, and couldn’t 
come, 

A Scotchman said to him, “Ay, 
man, why don’t you come, chain 
and all?” 

He said, “I never thought of 
that.” 

Are you cross and peevish, and 
do you make things unpleasant at 
home? My friend, come to Christ 
and ask Him to help you. What- 
ever the sin is, bring it to Him. 


What Does It Mean to Come? 


Perhaps you say, “Mr. Moody, I 
wish you would tell us what it is 
to come.” I have given up trying 
to explain it. I always feel like 
the colored minister who said he 
was going to confound, instead of 
expound, the chapter. 


The best definition is just— 
come, The more you try to explain 
it, the more you are mystified. 
About the first thing a mother 
teaches her child is to look. She 
takes the baby to the window, and 
‘says, “Look, baby, Papa is com- 
ing!”’ Then she teaches the child 
to come. She props it up against 
a chair, and says, “Come!” and by 
and by the little thing pushes the 
chair along towards Mamma. 
That’s coming. You don’t need to 
go to college to learn how. You 


you what it is, Now will you come 
to Christ? He said, “Him that 
cometh unto me, I will in no wise 
cast out.” 

When we have such a promise 
as this, let us cling to it, and 
never give it up. Christ is not 
mocking us. He wants us to come 
with all our sins and backslidings, 
and throw ourselves upon His 
bosom. It is our sins God wants, 
not our tears only. They alone do 
no good. And we cannot come 
through resolutions. Action is 
necessary. How many times at 
church have we said, “I will turn 
over a new leaf,” but the Monday 
leaf is worse than the Saturday 
leaf. 

The way to Heaven is straight 
as a rule, but it is the way of the 
cross, Don’t try to get around it. 
Shall I tell you what the “yoke” 
referred to in the text is? It is 
the cross which Christians must 
bear. The only way by which you 
ean find rest in this dark world 
is by taking up the yoke of Christ. 
I do not know what it may include 


don’t need any minister to tell | 


in your case, beyond taking up 
your Christian duties, acknow- 
ledging Christ and acting as be- 
comes one of His disciples. Perhaps 
it may be to erect a family altar; 
or to tell a godless husband that 
you have made up your mind to 
serve God; or to tell your parents 
that you want to be a Christian. 
Follow the will of God, and hap- 
piness and peace and rest will 
come. The way of obedience is al- 
ways the way of blessing. 

I was preaching in Chicago to 
a hall full of women one Sunday 
afternoon, and after the meeting 
was over a lady came to me and 
said she wanted to talk to me, She 
said she would accept Christ and 
after some conversation she went 
home. I looked for her a whole 
week, but didn’t see her until the 
following Sunday afternoon. She 


/came and sat down right in front 


of me, and her face had such a 
sad expression. She seemed to have 
entered into the misery, instead of 
the joy, of the Lord. 

After the meeting was over I 
went to her and asked her what 
the trouble was. 

She said: “Oh, Mr. Moody, this 
has been the most miserable week 
of my life.” 

I asked her if there was anyone 
with whom she had had trouble 
and whom she could not forgive. 

She said: “No, not that I know 
of.” 

“Well, did you tell your friends 
about having found the Saviour?” 

“Indeed I didn’t, I have been all 
the week trying to keep it from 
them.” 

“Well,” I said, “that is the rea- 
son why you have no peace.” 

She wanted to take the crown, 
but did not want the cross. My 
friends, you must go by the way of 
Calvary. If you ever get rest, you 
must get it at the foot of the 
cross. 

“Why,” she said, “if I should 
go home and tell my infidel hus- 
band that I had found Christ, I 
don’t know what he would do. I 
think he would turn me out,” 

“Well,” I said, “go out.” 

She went away, promising that 
she would tell him, timid and pale, 
but she did not want another 
wretched week. She was bound 
to have peace. 

The next night I gave a lecture 
to men only, and in the hall their 
were eight thousand men and one 
solitary woman. When I got 
through and went into the inquiry 
meeting, I found this lady with 
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her husband. She introduced him 
to me (he was a doctor, and a very 
influential man) and said: 

“He wants to become a Chris- 
tian.” 

I took my Bible and told fam all 
ebout Christ, and he accepted 
Him. I said to her after it was 
all over: “It turned out quite dif- 
ferently from what you expected, 
didn’t it?” 

“Yes,” she replied, “I was never 
so scared in my life. I expected he 
would do something dreadful, but 
it has turned out so well.” 

She took God’s way, and got 
rest, 

I want to say to young ladies, 
perhaps you have a godless father 


or mother, a sceptical brother who 
is going down through drink, and 
perhaps there is no one who can 
reach them but you, How many 
times a godly, pure young lady 
has taken the light into some 
darkened home! Many a home 
might be lit up with the Gospel 
if the mothers and daughters 
would only speak the word. 
The last time Mr. Sankey and 
myself were in Edinburgh, there 
were a father, two sisters and a 
brother, who used every morning 
to take the morning paper and 
pick my sermon to pieces, They 


were indignant to think that the 
Edinburgh people should be car- 
ried away with such preaching. 
One day one of the Sisters was 
going by the hall, and she thought 
she would drop in and see what 
class of people went there. She 
happened to take a seat by a godly 
lady who said to her: “I hope you 
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| exe interested in this work.” 


She tossed her head and Said, 
“Indeed I am not. I am disgusted 
with everything I have seen and 
heard,” 

“Well,” said the lady, “perhaps 
you came prejudiced.” 

“Yes, and the meeting has not 
removed any of it, but has rather 
increased it.” 

“IT have received a great deal 
of good from them.” 

“There is nothing here for me. 
I don’t see how an intellectual 
person can be interested.” 

To make a long story short, she 
got the lady to promise to come 
back, When the meeting broke up, 
just a little of the prejudice had 
worn away. She promised to come 
back again the next day, and then 
she attended three or four more 
meetings, and she became quite 
interested. She said nothing to her 
family, until finally the burden be- 
came too heavy, and she told them, 
They laughed at her, and made her 
the butt of their ridicule. 

One day the two sisters were 
together, and the other said, “Now 
what have you got at those meet- 
ings that you didn’t have in the 
first place?” 

“T have a peace that I never 
knew of before. I am at peace with 
God, myself and all the world.” 
Did you ever have a little war of 
your own with your neighbors, in 
your own family? And she said, 
“T have self-control, You know, 
sister, if you had said half the 
mean things before I was convert- 
ed that you have said since, I 
would have been angry and an- 
swered back, but if you remember 
correctly, I haven’t answered once 
since I have been converted.” 

The sister said, “You certainly 
have something that I have not.” 
The other told her it was for her 
too, and she brought the sister 
to the meetings, where she found 
peace, 

Like Martha and Mary, they had 
a brother, but he was a member 
of the University of Edinburgh.

- “Well,” he said, 
something in it.” 

He put on his hat and coat, and 
went to see his friend Black. Black 
got him down to the meetings, and 
he was converted, 

We went through to Glasgow, 
and had not been there six weeks 
when news came that that young 
man had been stricken down and 
died, When he was dying he called 
his father to his bedside and said, 
“Wasn't it a good thing that my 
sisters went to those meetings? 
Won't you meet me in Heaven, 
father?” 

“Yes, my son, I am so glad you 
are a Christian; that is the only 
comfort that I have in losing you. 
I will become a Christian, and will 
meet you again.” 

I tell this to encourage some 
sister to go home and carry the 
message of salvation. It may be 
that your brother may be taken 
away in a few months. My dear 
friends, are we not living in 
solemn days? Isn’t it time for us 
to get our friends into the King- 
dom of God? Come, wife, won’t 
you tell your husband? Come, sis- 
ter, won’t you tell your brother? 
Won't you take up your cross 
now? The blessing of God will rest 
on your soul if you will. 

I was in Wales once, and a lady 
told me this little story: An Eng- 
lish friend of hers, a mother, had 
a child that was sick, At first 
they considered there was no dan- 
ger, until one day the doctor came 
in and said that the symptoms 
were very unfavorable. He took 
the mother out of the room, and 
told her that the child could not 
live. It came like a thunderbolt. 
After the doctor had gone the 
mother went into the room where 
the child lay and began to talk 
to the child and tried to divert his 
mind. 

“Darling, do you know you will 
soon hear the music of Heaven? 
You will hear a sweeter song than 
you have ever heard on earth. You 
will hear them sing the song of 
Moses and the Lamb. You are very 
fond of music. Won’t it be sweet, 
darling?” 

And the little tired, sick child 
turned his head away, and said,

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eternal destiny. Why should we 
call any day commonplace? Every 
time Dives walked past Lazarus, 
every time he listened to time 
serving speeches in which greedy 
men find comfort, he was build- 
ing hell; and every time Lazarus 
refused to be embittered by the 
bitter bread of poverty he was 
building a home in heaven. Every 
step is destiny. The reading of 
this story is destiny.’’27
